out" and took the lone war trail. 


Late In the 
"OO's a 
prospector 


named Jack Clark located a claim 
near Condon In the Santa Cntnllno 
mountains north of Tucson. ClarU had 
been n scout for the government In 
the Apache campaigns. lie had lived 
among the Wnlnpal Indians for many 
years and 
bore the 
nickname of 


"\Valapai" Clark. 
One night an old 


•pack mare of Clark's was stolen and 
the trail showed that it wns the work 
of a lone Indian. Clark felt sure it 
was the Apache Kid. 


"Walapal" knew that unless the In- 


dian kept the iKnr«» securely tied she 
would escape and come back. A week 
later she returned, Believing that the 
thief would not give up such a valu- 
able animal so easily, Clark prepared 
for his return. That night he staked 
tho mare out in a little park and con- 
cealed himself in the tall grass near- 
by. After hours ^of waiting, the scout 
saw an Indian's head appear above 
the grass at the edge of the cJearing.

Cut Down Gas Bills. 


Comparatively few people realize' 


that the gas bills may be cut down 
materially by exercising care In light- 
Ing the gas. 
Hold a lighted match' 


over the burner, then very slowly turn 
on the gas. If the gas Is turned on

The Great British Nobility 
! 


W 


HEN William the Conqueror destroyed Saxon rule at 


Hastings, he appoi'tioned out among his followers the 


land he stole and thus established the great nobility of Norman 
blood. 


For centuries the British nobility has been the proudest in 


all the world, and while there are few enough of earls, and 
barons, and dukes who can trace their ancestry back to the 
bloody field of Senlac, there are many who boast that their line 
begins with Towten, or Agincourt, or the men who fought with 
Warwick the King'Maker. The Wars of the Roses nearly wiped 
out the old nobility, and even the monarchs had to be taken 
from less noble stock than that of Edward the Black Prince; but 
from the time of Henry VII there has been an old nobility that 
holds up its head as the greatest in all the world. 


From time to time there have been additions to the peei-- 


age, the men who fought Britain's fights on land and sea, such 
as Marlborough and'Wellington; such as Tennyson, the man 
who enriched her letters. 


Now, however, into this nobility of blood, of military 


prowess and of letters, comes a new element. Thc King's New 
Year honors include four new peers—a whisky manufacturer, 
a wool merchant, a railroad magnate and a financier. Not one 
of them has done anything notable, except to have money. 
Practically every brewer is a nobleman and sits in the House of 
Lords. No wonder they call it the "beerage." Every wealthy 
man who wants a title can get it now by buying it. 
Indeed, 


there are two legal suits now pending in Great Britain between 
recipients of titles and the intermediaries who bought the titles 
for them, over the amount of the commissions charged for {ret- 
ting the titles. 


What a fall from grace? What a descent from the proud 


aristocracy of military glory and of ancient lineage! 


This purchasing of titles began in 1832, when thc Prime 


Minister tried to jam the reform bill thru thc House of Lords 
The Lords were opposed, and the Prime Minister got the King 
to threaten to create a sufficient number of peers "to overcome 
the opposition in the House of Peers. The Prime Minister was 
able to coerce the King by holding the purse strings and threat- 
ening to withhold his funds if he did not come to time 


From that time peers have been created by the hundreds 


for political purposes. These four new members of the aggre- 
gation of barons and earls were created for one simple reason • 
they are immensely wealthy, and they made satisfactory contri- 
butions to the campaign funds of the Lloyd George coalition, 
two oi them to the Liberal wing, and two to the Tory wing Be- 
cause they made the contributions the premier has the King 
elevate them to the peerage, and the brokers manage the mat- 
ter between the "party whips" (or bosses) and the new lords. 
Ihe contributions arc sought at this time because Lloyd George 
is sensing a general election and he needs campaign funds

T WAS iu the late summer of 1903 
that the New York police dlscoteied 
the body of a man. evidently nn 


Italian, concealed In it barrel on the 
Knst side. 
Kvery mark tliat could 


possibly supply u clue to his Identln- 
catlou had been removed—even the 
labels had been 
clipped from Ills 


clothes—and the manner In which his 
face had been mutilated rendered hlro 
totally unrecognizable. 


But. Just as the case was about to 


be entered upon the hook of New 
York's unsolved mysteries. It was 
cleared up through a coincidence so 
cfnrt:!r;^ t!:.it r.o vrrlter of ilotccthe 
llctlon would have dared make use 
of It. 


On the night of the murder. William 


.T. Flynn. then chief of the Kastern 
dhision of the United States secret 
service, with headquarters In New 
York, was working on one of 
tho 


numerous rnnnterfeiiln; discs which 
occur so frequently In the Italian sec- 
tion of tnV metropolis. 


Klynn himself \\ns elected to trail a 


pnlr of Italians whom lie had reason 
to believe \\oiv \\orl.In;; for or with 
the counterfeiters. 
The trail led to 


an Italian grocery, where, from the 
.shadow of a 
<l(i,iru:i\ 
across 
the 


street, the government detective could 
see Into a lighted room in the suspect- 
ed house. 
A few moments later R 


covered wagon drew tip In front of 
the house, a man got out, entered the 
grocery, nnd made his way Into the 
very room that Flynn was watching. 
The light from the hinm fell directly 
upon his fnce. nnd thosi'civt service 
ojH-rathe realised that this must be n 
new iidilltlon to the gang, for he was 
certainly no one that he had seen be- 
fore. 
Then the curtains to the win- 


dow were drawn, and Flynn aban- 
doned Ills chase for the time being. 


The noxt morning the murdered 


man was discovered, nearly half a 
mile from the place where Flynn had 
hidden himself the night before. 
It 


was several days later that the opera- 
tive read the official account of the 
crimp nnd noted that the body had 
boon found In a sugar barrel, partly 
(Hied with blood-stained sawdust. The 
date of the murder, coupled with the 
use of a sugar barrel, recalled to the 
operative's mind the fact that he had 
been watching an Italian grocery at 
or about the time-that the foreigner 
had 
lx>en killed. 
Merely to satisfy 


himself that there wus no connection 
between the counterfeiters and the 
murdered man, Flynn went to the 
morgue and examined the body. Tho 
peculiar shape of the forehead, the 
manner In which the hair splayed out 
above the prominent ears nnd the 
blood-stained green hat which had 
been found In the barrel, told the story 
beyond the shadow of .1 doubt. 
It 


wns the stranger whom Flynn' had 
seen entering the store which he had 
been watching! 


Feeling certain that here was a sign 


which pointed toward the operations 
of the gang which he was after, Flynn 
had tha body photographed from a 
number of angles, while experts In 
physiognomy reconstructed the 
fea- 


tures to something approaching a life- 
like appearance. 
Then, nrmcd with 


the1"* 
post-mortem 
pictures, 
Flynn 


took a trip to Osslnlng to see If any 
of the- members of tii*» Italian colony 
In Sing Slug could Identify the dead 
man. 


The Idea proved to be a good one. 


for a convict whom Flynn knew—nn 
Italian rorvlng time for another coun- 
terfeiting case—Identified the photo- 
graphs a*; bHng those of his brother- 
in-law, Manjcna Benedetto, whom he 
described as being a peaceful hard- 
working citizen who had never been 
Implicated In imy of th" crimes of the 
Italian settlement. 


Working backward from this clue, 


Flynn tind the other M-crft service 
operatives trailed the Italians whom 
(he fhlef had seen In the grocery 
utorp on the night of thf> murder, and 
It was not long before they had made 
a complete roundup of the gang. As 
wns to be expected In a '-rime of this 
nature, nlihls were plentiful, but, as 
wns usual, these were none too wrll 
•supported by fact, and It was a coni- 
pnnitlvelj simple mntt^r for the po- 
lice to get at the bottom of the cnse. 
once the Identity of the victim had 
been established. 


A judicious application of the "third 


degree" brought to light the fact that 
Benedetto had been killed because he 
had gotten wind of the counterfeiting 
plot, and because he «n« the hrofhcr- 
in-lnw of the mnn v.'lio 1,-iter Identified 
the body—a IIIBII \vlio had incurred 
the undying enmity of his compa- 
triots by turning iitote's evidence. The 
inflexlMe laws of the society to which 
they both belonged—one of the so- 
cieties which rules Little Italy with a 
rule of iron nnd a hand of blood—de- 
manded the sacrifice of the next of 
kin !n the event of Information being 
given to the police. 


Ilut, If Flynn had not happened to 


he watching the grocery store the 
nlcht of the murder, the chancel are 
that the crime would still be unsolved. 
The lender of the murder gang was 
found to be Ignar.lo Lupo, one of the 
very men Flynn was after, but the 
government allowed the counterfeiting 
charge to hang fire until the explra- 
tlon of Lupo's term for manslaughter. 
Another Lupe, brother to Ignagzlo, es- 
caped at the time, and wai not cap- 
tured until ten years later, althongb 
Flynn and his associates were on th« 
lookout for him nil that time.
